MAJOR GENERAL LftWTON KILLED 


Shot Through the Breast in Front of His Troops 


at San Mateo. Left Manila Last Night to 


Capture the Town and was Near 


There When Killed. Died Instantly 


Manila, 
Dec. 
19—Major 
General 


Henry W. Lawton was killed at San 
Mateo. 


He was standing In front of the 


troops when he was shot in the breast. 


He died immediately. 
General Lawton started from Manila 


last night with cavalry under Captain 
Locke tt and battalions of the Twen- 
ty-ninth and Twenty-seventh infantry 
under Lieutenant Colonel Sargent for 
the purpose of capturing San Mateo, 
where Geronomo had 300 insurgents. 


General Lawton was an excellent 


fignter and a soldier of ability and ex- 
perience. He served in the Union 
army throughout the war. enlisting as 


a sergeant in Company E, Ninth In- 
diana infantry, April 18, '61. 


He entered the regular service in 


1866 as second lieutenant and rose to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel. 


At the opening of the Spanish Avar he 


was appointed a brigadier-general of 
volunteers and chosen to the important 
duty of opening operations against the 
Spaniards by the capture of El Caney. 
He sailed for the Philippines last Jan- 
uary and Captured Santa Cruz, San 
Isidro, Arayat, Cabanatuam and other 
insurgent strongholds. 


General Lawton was always at the 


front of his troops, leading and fight- 
ing, frequently in Indian style. 


He was on the way to San Mateo to 


capture it when shot 


Washington, Dec. 19—The announce- 


ment of the death of General Lawton 
was received at the White House and 
headquarters of the departmssnt with' 
profound sorrow. 


The president, only last night; issued 


instructions to prepare General Law- 
ton's commission eis brigadier general 
in the regular army.

DISASTROUS MORNING FIRES 


IN NEW YORK CITY TODAY 


New York, Dec. 19—Seven lives were 


lost in two big tenement house fires 
early this morning. 
Five charred 


bodies were found on the upper floors 
of the burned tenement at 122d street 
and Third avenue, known as the Men- 
tor, and five women and a little girl 
all badly burned, were carried alive 
from the blazing house to hospitals. 
There are slight hopes of any of the 
six recovering. Several only escaped 
after burns and bruises. 


The dead are John Barrett, Mrs. Bar- 


rett, Julia Barrett, six, Mrs. William 
Giles, a man named Williams. 


A few hours earlier in a fire In a 


tenement house on Tenth avenue, Mrs. 
Martin Fox and son George, 2% years, 
were burned to death. 


The Harlem fire it is supposed start- 


ed in the cellar, and the entire build- 
ing was ablaze before the alarm was 
rung. 


The flames forced the Inmates out 


of the windows, and they hung by the 
ledges. The firemen made many gal- 
lant rescues. One little girl 
was 


rescued while hanging from a window. 
Her eyes were burned out by the sheet 
of flames striking them, wid she can- 
not live.

INSPECTOR DAM IN PITTSFIELD 


Local stoi-ikeepers were much inter- 


ested in the news of Inspector Dam's 
visit the stores of Pittsifield yester- 
day, aa briefly reported in this paper. 
He found that a nunpber'of children 
were being employed during the holi- 
days contrary to the law, and notices 
were given the proprietors to conform 
with the law. This says that no child 
under 14 years of age shall be employed 
and no one employed', between the 
years of 14 and 16 without certlflcatee 
from the school authorities. 


A Plttsflcld five and ten cent store 


suffered quite heavily ^ on account of 
the inspector's visit. A majority of 
the employes of the establishment are 
young and a large number of them 
were under the prescribed rge. All 
such were informed that they must, 
sever their connection with the store, 


and they carried out the mandate. The 
dry goods establishments also suffered 
to some extent, the firm in. control of 
one of the largest of these being forced 
to let four of its employes go. In. an- 
other only one boy was found who Waa 
under 14 years of age. 


In a certain book store a peculiar al-

London, Dec. 19.—Feverish anxiety in 


mobilizing troops for service in South 
Africa marked the proceedings through- 
put the country yesterday. "Every man 
out if necessary" is the sentiment. Vol- 
unteers rushed to the recruiting stations, 
and old and retired army officers offered 
Ihelr services in large numbers. 


The sending of Roberts and Kitchener 


to the seat of war has calmed public ex- 
citement in some quarters, but in other 
places the feeling is worse because it is 
considered a confession by the govern- 
ment that the situation is of extreme 
gravity. 


Nothing further is 'given out regardin s: 


Buller's movements, and It is feared that 
he will not be able to advance for sorre 
time. The terrible character of the 
fighting at Magersfonteln is shown by 
the fact that the revised list issued la't 
night gave 51 additional killed in that 
battle. 


Serious rumors have come regarding 


the attitude of Emperor Menelik jf 
Abyssinia. It ia said that he is only 
waiting for an opportunity to make an 
.effort to wrest the Soudan from Eng- 
land. It is well known that Menelik has 
a horde of fierce warriors, and if he broke 
loose he would be a valuable ally to the 
Boers. His men are brave fighters, as 
the Italians found to their cost, and he 
.would prove a very troublesome foe. 


MEKBtBK 07 ABYSSINIA 


"k. dispatch to The Daily Mail from 


Nauuw Poort, Cape Colony, dated Dec. 
16, says: 


The Boers brought a big gun to bear 


on the British near Vaar Kop. The 
British pieces were too small to reach 
the enemy; and, after an intermittent 
artillery duel, General French withdrew 
under shell fire, but without losses, to 
Arunflel. 


A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 


Frere camp says that the bodies of two 
of the guides who misled General Gat- 
acre at Stormberg were found ou the 
battlefield. The men had been shot. 


The Times says editorially: Lord 


Roberts will have absolutely a free hand 
and may be expected to resume the 
original plan of campaign abandoned by 
General Buller under the necessity of 
relieving Ladysmith. 


According to a dispatch from Cape 


Town, General Warren and his staff tyave 
started for De Aar. This seems to in- 
dicate that the fifth division will be 
sent to reinforce Lord Methuen, a de- 
cision which will meet with general ap- 
proval, as the opinion is almost every- 
where held that it would be useless to 
waste any more time by frittering away 
men between the various columns. 


The Morning Post, in a rather alarm- 


ist article, remarks upon the difficulty 
of deciding such a crucial matter, and 
says: Besides three 
generals in the 


field, all of whom need to be reinforced, 
there is the rebellion in Cape Colony to 
be considered. This makes four press- 
ing calls on the fifth division. Th« 
trouble is, who is to decide and on what 
principle? 


The Morning Post, reviewing the vari- 


ous positions of the beleaguered com- 
mandei s and garrisons, asserts that tho, 
relief of Ladysmith is the most im- 
portant emergency, and that a victory 
in Natal would change the whole face 
of affairs. It also points out the urgent 
need of having the navy In readiness to 
move at any moment to protect the line 
of communications with South Africa, 
suggesting that a "quarrel with some 
foreign power might come any day with, 
out any British intention to have one." ' 


A correspondent of The Daily Mail, 


telegraphing from Frere Camp, Natal, 
Dec. 15, and describing the Tugela river 
battle, says: 


"The Boers in great force occupied a 


•trongly entrenched position, command- 
Ing the river and reaching back about 
800 yards from Its further side. 
Gen- 


eral Hart's brigade, on the left* first 
attempted a crossing, under a murder- 
ous Nordenfeldt and rifle fire. The 
Royal Dublin fusiliers, the Royal Inni- 
Bkilling fUBlllers, the King's Own Scot- 
tish Borderers and the Connaught 
Ranger a, crossed with superb and un- 
flinching gallantry, but the position on 
the other side was found utterly un- 
tenable. 


"The British suffered heavily from a

Lord Chesham, commanding officer of 


the Royal Buckinghamshire yeomanry, 
has been" authorized to organize a force 
of 3000 yeomanry, who will proceed to 
the Cape. The yeomanry forces sent 
out will be drafted so as to work to- 
gether with the mounted infantry and; 
mounted militia from Canada and Aus- 
tralia. 


It ia understood that the volunteers 


selected will not form a separate corps, 
but will Join their linked battalions to the 
regular forces in South Africa. 


The Duke of Connaught visited tht 


war office yesterday. Since the appoint- 
ment of Lord Roberts as commander-in- 
chlef in South Africa the question of 
rank no longer bars the duke from going 
to the front and, as he has a strong de- 
slra to go. it is believed that only the 
queen's reluctance stands in the way. 
It is not unlikely that this will be over- 
come.

New York, Dec. 19.—Steamer Plymouth 


of the Fall River line went ashore on a 
reef on the north side ol Rikers island 
la"t night. She had about 600 passen- 
gers aboard. A hole about five feet in 
diameter was stove in the. boat well for- 
«aiu ami she made water rapidly. The 
jcaptam appeared to have lost his bear- 
Ings on account of a fog which was al- 
most impenetrable at the time of the ac- 
cident. To make his task of piloting the 
boat all the more p^a^krious ;the tide was 
low. There was considerable excitement 
among the passengers, but Captain Sim- 
mons and his crew easily assured them 
that there was no danger. Two steam- 
ers and se-. eral freighters were char- 
tered and dispatched with several tugs 
to the disabled steamer. Such of the 
passengers as desired were taken oft, but 
the majority decided to remain on the 
Plymouth and be towed back with her to 
her pier. The damage to the steamer Is 
very heavy. 


American Troops Kept Busy. 


Manila, Dec. 19.—General Grant has 


.nearly cleared Sambolos province. He 
discovered, hidden _ln Subig bay, a 
Bteamer, the Don Francisco, of 180 tons, 
fully equipped and coaled. She is sup-, 
posed to be the vessel Aguinaldo was 
keeping ready for his escape. Captain 
Laysen of the Thirty-second regiment 
has routed an Insurgent band in Zam- 
balos province, killing several officers. 
Major Smith, with three companies of 
the Seventeenth, surrounded and cap- 
tured another band of guerillas which 
were terrorizing a large section nortlu 
The troops killed several of the band. 
General Hug-hes has captured Insurgent 
strongholds at Leapis and Romblon, the 
navy co-operating. One man was killed 
and one \wotmdec3. The insurgents in the 
island of Panay "are apparently lup- 
pressed. 


Wingate Won't Be Prosecuted. 


Franklin Falls, N. H., Dec. 19.—The 


death of L. M. Yea-ton at the hands of 
E. C. Wingate, on Dec. 15, 'will not be 
carried into the court, the authorities 
being satisfied that,he acted In self- i 
defense. 
When Yeaton drew a re- 


volver, during a dispute over a laundry 
bill, Wingate thought he was going to 
be shot, and so used a piece of 'small 
iron pipe as a club, dealing one blow on 
Teaton'a head. 
Wingate was released 


from custody last night.

Boston, Dec. 19.—^Morris Seidman, a 


tailor, was yesterday held for the grand 
Jury on a charge of polygamy, ifche com 
plalnant claiming that she married 
Seidman in Russia 20 years ago, Seid- 
man's present wife was also in court. 
The defendant claimed that he was di- 
vorced by a Russian rabbi, but a tran- 
script of the divorce was not procured, 
although a document in Russian was ad- 
mitted In evidence. 


He Refuses to Return. 


Boston, Dec. 19.—A cablegram has 


been received at police headquarters 
from the two inspectors who have been 
sent to Chili to secure Frederick M. 
Moore, wanted here for alleged em- 
bezzlement from the Natlopal Bank of 
Commerce. The inspectors report that 
they have identified Moore at Santiago, 
but that he refuses to return until com- 
pelled to by the Chilian authorities.

A NEW YORK FLURRY. 


Total of Nearly 1,650,000 Shares 


Traded In the Stock Exchange. 


Trust Company and a Bank- 


ing Firm Close Doors 


Action of Clearing House Tends to Brighten 


the Situation at Boston. 


New York, Dec. 19.—The Produce Ex- 


change Trust company has closed its 
doors. A statement of its condition is- 
sued by the Produce Exchange Trust 
company gives its liabilities as $11,649,- 
600 and its assets as {11,719,500. The 
statement says the assets are ample to 
meet all liabilities. 


It was announced on the floor of the 


stock exchange that the firm of Henry 
Allen & Co., bankers and brokers, had 
suspended. The suspension is attributed 
to the failure of some of its customers 
to respond to calls for additional mar- 
gins, made necessary by recent declines. 
The house has been known as a trader on 
rather an extensive scale. 


Panic conditions developed on the 


Stock exchange in the afternoon, with 
the Imperative need of money developed 
by the violent contraction in values. 
Stocks were thrown over without the 
slightest regard to the price they would 
bring and at distressing sacrifice of 
values. 


No end to the helplessness of the 


situation seemed in sight, when, in the 
last half hour of the market, some $10,- 
000,000 was offered on the stock exchange 
by the concerted action of the clearing 
house banks, to force the rate down 
to 6 percent, without regard to the dis- 
tracted bidding at higher rates, which 
was being done by brokers for distressed 
operators. 
The collapse in the money 


rate checked the decline and drove tfia 
bears to cover. 
The reeovenes pro- 


duced by their urgent bidding were al- 
most as violent as the declines had been, 
but the losses were by no means en- 
tirely retrieved. 
Large offerings of 


stocks continued at the rally, and at 
some points of the list prices broke 
anew before the close, making the clos- 
ing exceedingly iriegular and unsettled. 
The excitement continued to the end, 
with sentiment looking forward anx- 
iously for the developments of another 
day. 


The reason for the widespread effect 


upon sentiment of the trust company's 
suspension was that it was one of a 
large number which have thrived upon 
the multiplying of securities, Incident 
to the vast industrial combinations 
which have been a feature of the past 
year. 
The securities of these combi- 


nations, as a class, have been in dis- 
favor Jn Wall street for many weeks 
past. 


The trust company failure, coming 


upon last week's threatened evehts in 
Boston, arousad the fear that the sus- 
pected class of securities were on the 
point of succumbing to adverse in- 
fluences. In the effort to protect these 
securities 
others were also involved, 


Including some of the most substantial 
stocks on the list. 
The fall in prices, 


Instead of relieving the Situation, added 
to the weakness with eUnuiative forcq, 
by reason of the shrinkage in the value 
of collaterals. 
Before the concerted re- 


lief by the clearing1 house banks, the 
money rate leaped to 50, 70,100, and, ac- 
cording to the official record, 125 percent. 
Creditable reports assert that 186 per- 
cent was paid for money during the 
day. 


The day's transactions ran up to a 


total of nearly 1,650,000 shares, which 
Is the record for a day's business. The 
excitement was intense all day, and 
throngs of brokers and operators surged 
oyer the floor of the exchange and about 
every post all day long. 
The changes 


In prices between sales ran up to one, 
two and even three points, both on the 
down grade and on the recovery. Af- 
ter the close of the exchange there was 
a meeting of the clearing house com- 
mittee to concert further measures

The employes at postofflcea are put 


to great inconvenience just now owing 
to the ignorance of people aa to what 
can be sent through the mails to for- 
eign countries and also the rates 
charged. 
Miscellaneous parcels com 


taining merchandise, such as handker- 
chiefs, photographs, books and trinkets, 
cannot be sent, except to Canada and 
Mexico, unless the full letter rate of 
five cents a half ounce is paid in ad- 
vance. 


Another trouble is met in having 


names and other writing1 inside the 
packag-esi. It is customary to put sev- 
eraJ presents in one package and de- 
signating each to "Robbie," "Hattie," 
and the like. Such packages require1 


full letter postage. To lake advan- 
tage of the lower rates the name inside 
must be the same as the address on the 
outside. A' concession is mada how- 
e^\ er, allowing mot more than five 
words of writing, as "Merry Christmas 
and happy New-year," on the inside. 
A person paying full letter rates can, 
of course, write as much as desired 
and send with the package.

cent addition of soup. The dish-wash- 
ing is done by the girls in vacant pe- 
riods or after school. As the duty is 
shared by nearly all it is not very bur- 
densome and it is felt that this small 
task, cheerfully done for the good of 
the school can but be bene0cial to the

The matter of forming an independ- 


ent local telephone company in town is 
once more being strongly talked and rt 
now seems very probable that n. com- 
pany -will be formed. The same matter 
came up about a year ago and several 
of the business men in town were con- 
sulted but no action was taken and 
but 'few persona at that time were will- 
ing to have the telephone- placed in 
their homes. It is now aeitated once 
more and it will soon be learned whe- 
ther or not it will be possible to support 
such, a company. One of the leading 
objections to the telephone would be 
the stringing of wires about town, as It 
is feared that it might disfigure the 
streets. One of the leading merchants 
when, consul ted relative tp this matter 
remarked that It would be a nuisance 
to the giocery merchant, as it would be 
apt to make many extra trips for their 
grocery teams, as people would be tele- 
phoning: In little .orders which they 
•would forget to give the salesman 
when he called for orders In the morn- 
ing and would therefore make many 
extra trips. On the other hand it would 
seem that there are many people who 
would be glad to have telephones in 
their houses providing' that they could 
be gotten at a reasonable rate. The 
doctors would find it a convenience as 
well as would the liverymen and many 
other business men In town. It would 
seem that to most people it would be a 
great convenience because of the town 
being so scattered. The people living

The latter, after playing 
several selections, went into Odd Fel- 
lows' hall to cheer the Dobson cause, 
while Petrini's band rounded the street 
once ior twice, and then went into Co- 
lumbia theater1 to enliven the Wilkin- 
son arguments!. 


There were bag crowd in, both houses, 


although in both the> audiences were 
slow in gathering. The crowd in. Odd 
Fellows' hail was the larger of the two, 
the hall being packed to the doors and 
somewhat beyond during a part of tha 
evening. The theater was also crowd- 
ed, many standing throughout the en- 
tire meeting. 


The two lines of arguments for vote 


making purposes went on simultan- 
eously, but the Dobsoni workers stole a 
inarch on their opponents by having 
couriers between the two, bringing 
Mr. "Wilkinson's arguments over to Odd 
Fellows' hall from' ai special reporter 
in the theater, to be brought up where 
advisable and retorted to by Mr. Dob- 
son.

A Cattle Show Matteft 


Editor of the Transcript: 


An anonymous letter received by 


me toftay, criticises my charges, as ap- 
pears in the report as superintendent 
of the hall at our last cattle show and 
fair. In this communication from my, 
unknown correspondent I am taken to 
task for charging- what is called exor- 
bitant prices or fees for care of the hall 
and for general supervision of the 
same. To those who understand what 
this general supervision means no fur- 
ther explanation will be necessary. I 
wish to say that my personal salary 
was $2 a day and that of employes $1.50 
a day, which includes the services of 
one gentleman and two ladles, amount- 
ing to $23.30 (four days' service for all).

ish last evening, with two rallies, each 
led by a brass band, and with argu- 
mentative flr&works galore. There was 
a great crowd on the streets In the 
evening, and when the two bands be- 
gan their fortissimo 
Invitations 
to 


voters on Main, street the occasion 
bore a strong resemblance to the time 
when the minstrel show and "Uncle 
Toms cabin" strike town on the same 
night 
Petrini's band paraded Main 


street for a time, and its seductive har- 
mony was soo>n mingling1 with 
the 


equally insistent effiorta. of the North 
Adams band. The latter, after playing 
several selections, went into Odd Fel- 
lows' hall to cheer the Dobson cause, 
while Petrini's band rounded the street 
oncei or twice, and then went into Co- 
lumbia theater1 to enliven the Wilkin- 
son arguments!. 


There were big crawd in both houses, 


although in both the audiences were 
slow in gathering. The crowd in Odd 
Fellows' hall was the larger of the two, 
the hall being packed to the doors and 
somewhat beyond during a part of tho 
evening. The theater was also crowd- 
ed, nrany standing throughout the en- 
tire meeting. 


The two lines of arguments for vote 


making1 purposes went on simultan- 
eously, but the Dobson, workers stole a 
inarch on their opponents by having 
couriers between the: two. bringing 
Mr, "Wilkinson's arguments over to Odd 
Fellows' hall from' ai special reporter 
in the theater, to be brought up where 
advisable and retorted to by Mr. Dob- 
son. 
This created considerable amuse- 


ment in the hall, and the crowd was 
greatly pleased at the evidence of en- 
terprise. 


Colonel John Braceweli presided at 


the "Wilkinson rally, and his speech was 
warmly applauded, especially when- he 
said that when the city was first or- 
ganized. Mr. Wilkinson was the first 
man he thought of as a possible mayor, 
but that Mr. Wilkinson, was not willing 
to run. 


John H. Mack was the first speaker,

some new speakers. Dr. C. J. Curran 
was warmly applauded as he appeared 
on the stage. Mr. McDonald read a 
letter from the Buffalo C. L. T7. end'ors- 
ing Mr. Dobson, and two otrt of town.
